But when Moltke and his needle 
guns smashed the iiower of Austria on t he 
iiliiody licld of .Sadoiva, l''i'anei» .losepli 
lost not the leadership of (ioriiiany alone, 
but found hiiuHelf absolutely e.xeludod 
from it and driven to face au entirely new 
condition of all'aira.' Ho was in prosoncc 
of the kingdom of Hungary, full of disid- 
feetion and led by men of coiisumniato 
ability, ready to profit by the disasters 
which had befallen the Viennese Cabinet. 
There was but one thing to do, aud the 
emperor did it promptly, completely, 
gracefully. The iiidepondefico of Hun- 
gary was acknowledged by him; he was 
crowned king, sworn to maintain the con- 
stitution and surrendered the direction of 
the policy of the united oiiipiri^ kingdom i 
to the Iluiigarian statesmen. .Since tlicii 
it is Hungary, as the largest and most 
powerful sbite of the empire, which has 
controlled the foreign and domestic policy 
of Austro-Hungary, and this moims that 
Russia lias to look on her old friend as 
more probably an active enemy in the 
event of a Kuropeaii war tliaii a conve- 
nient ueiitrtil. The ii;ilional feeliiiL; of 
Hungary is dead against Russia, and it is 
scarcely possible to imtij^iiio an alliance 
oU'ensiv e .■lud (lefeiisi\^c lietueeii tliese two 
powers. The great IMiiscovito dream of a 
coiifedertition of the Slivvonio mces of 
Europe is ojiposed to the Hungarian sys 
tern of keeping hor Slav subjects subordi- 
nate members of the roahn, and the ad- 
vance of Russian troops toward Con- 
stantinople is not appreciated by 
the cabinets nf N'ienna or I'ostli 
imder the changed cu^cumstancos 
which have brought iheiii in harmiuiy. 
The c^/ar, therefore, knows he ctimiot 
reckon on Austrian lielp; he Lnowsthat 
this is due to tin; iire-eiiiiiienee of Hun- 
gary in the impeiial councils, and that 
this pre-eminence is direct ly due to t he 
victories of Prussia over \ ust ria in IKUO. 
This alone would bo onaugh to account 
for the anti-German feeling which has 
lioen steadily developing at St. Poteis-
